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SINCE my laft ſeveral Ships are returned from Major General Kirk, 

who gives this* Account,” That Major General Kirk had Joyned his 
Grace the Duke Schomberg with Fourteen Troops of Horſe, three of 
Dragoons, and Horſe for three or four Troops more ; and that the 
Engliſh Forces are Battering Carrickfergys with Eight Men of War 
by Sea, and likewiſe by Land, and 'tis not doubted but they will ſoon be 
Maſters of it. $2 

Major Tiffen, after the great Defeat near I»ni:4j//ing, march'd towards Co- 
lonel Sarsfield with one Troop of Horſe, one of Dragoons, 2nd two Com- 
panys of Foot 3 but finding him Decampr, and hearing he tled toward Sligo, 
marched after him thither 3 but when he came he found a clear Stage, the 
Enemy being fled, and leit behind them Fourteen Pieces of Cannon in the 
Town, of which the ſaid Major 1s now 1n Polleſſion, and is Fortifying of 
that Place. 

Yeſterday at Noon fatled from High-Lake the French Regiment of Horſe- 
Guards, commanded by the Right Honourable Colonel Schomtberg, and like- 
wiſe the Earl of Devonſhire's Regiment of Horſe, This day the Duke of 
Boltor”s Regiment of Foot ſet Sail from High-Lake, and— Herbert's Troop 


goes from hence this day to the ſame place. Two Troops of Colonel Villar” 
Regiment 


Keoiment of Horſe are come in, and the reſt wili tollow this day, in order to 
their imbark ing for Jreland with the firft fair Wind. We likewiſe hear from 
Dublin, by « Ship come imo Feaumaris, laden with Hides, Tallow, and Lea- 
tht, whercin were ſeveral Paſlengers, as Mr. Berfor, Servant to Alderman 
Fletcher of Dublin, Mr. Smith, and Mr. Smalizan, Linnen-Drapers, with 
Monttear La Rue, Silk-Man, who gives this Account, I hat King James had 
formed a Camp at Rath»tize, on the South fide of Dublin, compoſed of a. 
bout 7cco Foot, being all new-rais'd Men, that they had neither Shirts nor 
Shoes, for the moſt part, and a great Multitade of Women and Children that 
followed them; and that King James had given Orders to all the Pariſh- 
Pricſts, to take an Account of all Perſons from Sixteen to Sixty, and the 
place of their Abode, that they may be liſted 1n that Kings Servicez and that 
upon the News of Duke Schomberg's landing, the Camp was ordered to march 
on the North fide of the Town, intending to form an Army to go and fight 
his ; but the Horſe that return'd from Derry, as well as the Foot, were mitera- 
bly tHaraſy'd 3 and a French Officer that was i the Engagement betore [- 
7# killizs, faith, That the Engliſh behaved themſelves to a Wonder, but he 
never faw ſuch Cowards as the Iriſh, ſome of them running Sixteen or 
E:ghteen Miles without ſtaying to look behind them ; informuca that King 
James was ſo enraged that he cauſed a Captain and a Corporal to be hang- 
cd for running away, for Example fake : he allo gives Account of a Ship 
arrived ftrom France, with a French General and Twenty Officers, with 
{ome Arms, and that they had ſecured moſt of the confiderable Proteltants 
in the Weſt, not daring to truſt them, and are forming a Camp near "ſale, 
as fearing the Earl of Torizgtez may Land there, being now in deſpair of 
the Frezch Succours;z and that they have laid up a great Magazine in Atþ- 
loane, and Fortitied Gallmay for a ſafe Retreat : Lut we hope the Vittori- 
ous and Renowned General Schomberg will ſoon cool their Courage, ha- 
 ving as we hear taken the Town and Caftle of Carrickfergus by Storm ; fo 

that he will be at liberty to march towards Dublin, having recciv*d the 
Ezgli/ſh Horſe, who already forage up as far as the Newry and Charlemozt. 
In our next we expe&t to hear of ſome Confiderable Aﬀtion, in the mean 
time TI am your Humble Servant. 


POSTCRIPT. 


On Mmarday and Tueſday laſt ſailed out of Highlake Eighty Sail of Ship, 
all Horſe, and Fifty Ships with Foot, Ammunition and Neceſſaries. 
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
